THE PREVIOUS BEACON HILL SCANDALS WIND DOWN, ANOTHER 


POTENTIALLY BIGGER ONE EMERGED THIS YEAR: POLITICAL PATRONAGE

patronage scandal. And, past prologue, that 
Saga promises continue 2011.

The major 
thics headaches of the past three years are 
approaching their denouement in federal court, 
with former state senator Dianne Wilkerson 
soon sentenced, and ex-Speaker Sal DiMasi 
awaiting his trial. 

But the probation scandal may yet prove to be 
more far-reaching and just might trigger fun- 
damental change Beacon Hill. 

If so, the pivot point can be dated precisely, 
to May 23, when the Boston Globe published the 
first installment of a Spotlight Team report on 
patronage the state’s probation department. 
That triggered investigations, including a federal 
probe that has reportedly begun issuing subpoe- 
nas for documents; most observers expect legisla- 
tors and staff to eventually be deposed. 

All this revealed an agency that for a decade 
subverted any notion of fair process in hiring 
and promoting employees, and instead reward- 
ed those with recommendations from legisla- 
tors particularly lawmakers with control and 
influence over the probation department and its 
budget. 

Top elected officials are trying draw firm 
circle around the probation department itself, 

oping quarantine the damage, and prevent 
from tarnishing anyone else. They are emphasiz- 
ing the alleged egregious wrongdoing the com- 
missioner, John O’Brien, who faces a disciplinary 
hearing next month. In addition, Speaker Robert 
DeLeo has proposed placing probation employ- 
ees under civil-service protection, and Governor 
Deval Patrick has formed probation-reform 
working group, in cooperation with DeLeo and

Senate President Therese Murray. 

Meanwhile, lawmakers insist that nobody 
the legislature knew the problem, and that 
they are unaware any similar corruptions 
other agencies. 

The systemic fraud at probation, if true, is 
extraordinary and unlikely equaled else- 
where state government. And previous scan- 
dals, including those involving Wilkerson and 
DiMasi, ultimately failed take down other 
state significantly change the over- 
riding culture. 

Conversations with legislators, staff, and 
those who work closely with them suggest 
sense that this, too, will blow over. 

That may not realistic. Paul Ware, the 
attorney whose investigation for the Supreme 
Judicial Court resulted scathing, detailed 
has made clear that was strictly pre- 
cluded from pursuing the case further into the 
legislative side but that believes there 
enough smoke suspect fire.

GOODBYE MR. BUTTS 
Whether born-again liber- 
tarian or a moonbat contrarian, it’s 
hard deny that Massachusetts 
America’s supreme nanny state.

The Four Loko phenomenon accelerated so 
quickly that some details got lost along the 
way. Maybe it’s because we were guzzling 
several cans a day, but, by the time the 
Food and Drug Administration outlawed 
crack juice November, seems like 
one knew exactly who spoiled all the fun. 
turns out, was attorneys general 
from more than two dozen states (not in- 
cluding Massachusetts) who first decided 
that Americans are not responsible enough 
drink potion laced with three times 
more alcohol than beer, and as much caf- 
successfully bullied MillerCoors into mel- 
lowing its comparable Sparks product, 
and soon after set their sights Phusion 
Projects, the Chicago-based brewers of 
Four Loko. 

2010, shit got realer. powerful 
prosecutors raised concerns, meatheads 
and co-eds helped them out by imbibing 
suicidal quantities of El Loko, causing 
local authorities take notice. This past 
fall, nearly two dozen Ramapo College 
students in New Jersey were hospital- 
ized with alcohol poisoning after bing- 
ing on Four Loko; in Washington, state 
lawmakers voted to ban “blackout in a 
can” on November 10, less than a month 
after a similar incident there. The FDA 
ordered Phusion and other companies to 
change their formulas a week later, while 
Massachusetts followed soon after with 
its own ban. for the media reporters 
are still punch-drunk over the stuff, and 
have taken reporting the black mar- 
ket that’s emerged the wake speed- 
brew prohibition. 

Four Loko fans were not the only 
victims the Creat Bodega Buzz Kill 
of 2010.

Corps cd an emergency ban on syn- 
thetic marijuana, which is popularly 
marketed under the names Spice and 
K2. Several states followed suit after an 
lowa teen allegedly committed suicide 
while bugging out on fake weed, and on 
November 24 the US Drug Enforcement 
Administration quashed potpourri puff- 
ing altogether. There’s a chance that the 
Spice ban could be lifted in 2011, when 
the current emergency measure expires. 
But that’s unlikely, considering that it’s 
already blackballed in a dozen other indus- 
trialized nations. 

For people who smoke real weed, 
2010 was bittersweet as an old bong 
packed with Blueberry Haze. This year, 
New Jersey, Arizona, and the District 
of Columbia legalized medical mari- 
juana. But in Illinois, legislators fol 
lowed Boston's lead to ban blunt wraps. 
Meanwhile, in already-loose California, 
voters rejected a ballot proposition that 
would have made it the first state to legal- 
ize and tax the crop. It was awful news for 
most West Coast stoners, but a small relief 
for some who claim that the munchies are 
a lot less fun since last January, when Cali 
became the first state to ban trans fats in 
all restaurants. 


NOT BANNED YET 

Even with acts of state tyranny like the 
Four Loko ban compromising constitution- 
al freedoms, right-wing blowhards have 
plenty to be thankful for this year. True, 
this past weekend, wacko liberal lawmak- 
ers finally strong-armed the Senate into 
repealing Don’t Ask Tell but for 
anyone whose heart isn’t warmed by this 
attack on the military’s cherished tradi- 
tion institutional homophobia, perhaps 
there’s good news in the gun leniency that 
was enacted during President Obama's sec- 
ond year in office. 

In February, the federal government 
lifted long-standing concealed-weapon 
ban in national parks. Proposed by for- 
mer president George W. Bush, ignored 
by Obama, and pushed through Congress 
attached to a credit-card-reform package, 
the repeal allows campers to enjoy nature 
how God intended it to be enjoyed: with 
firearms. Equally glorious was another 
measure backed by the Steven Seagal Movie 
Villain Lobby: as of last week, travelers are 
now permitted to bring guns onto Amtrak 
trains. Congress made that decision at the 
urging of the NRA and Mississippi senator 
Roger Wicker, who noted: “While airlines ont 
offer option transport properly 
stored gun, rail passengers [did not have] ne 
the same opportunity.”

DRAKE’s massively popular debut, 
Thank Me Later, is the most defensive album 
ever released by a major label, with the uni- 
browed Degrassi High grad taking up beaucoup 
lyrical space kvetching about the perils of 
fame and the burdens of being well known. 
This year also marked the return to ubiq- 
uity of EMINEM, who some 10-plus years ago 
created the whole business of elevating an 
ambivalence toward fame into impen- 
etrably defensive cuit of personality. It was 
certainly odd all summer to hear hits from 
Recovery (Aftermath) like “Not Afraid” and the 
RIHANNA duet “Love the Way You Lie” blaring 
from every musical orifice imaginable, as if 
it were 1999, but maybe not 
as odd as being jolted from 
the business of the real world 
by Eminem's unceasing per- 
sonal demons screaming in 
your ear. 

Metal in 2010 continued 
to move into uncharted 
realms the unreal. The re- 
jection of nii-metal a decade 
ago has spawned countless 
metallic subgenres that have 
embraced, by turns, sprawl- 
ing instrumental weirdness, 
dizzying technical prowess, 
fastidious adherence to any 
of a multitude of pre-nii-’90s 
genre conventions, and 
overwhelming desire for cha- 
otic expansion. 

But this year was more 


stylistically inchoate than ever, with a zil- 
lion strong acts running leaderless and wild. 
Whether one invested time the glacial 
patience testing of AGALLOCH’s epic Marrow of 
the Spirit (Profound Lore), the twin-drum wi- 
descreen psychedelia Spiral Shadow 
(Season of Mist), HOLY GRAIL’s shreddingly 
NWOBHM-tastic Crisis in Utopia (Prosthetic), or 
NACHTMYSTIUM’s masterpiece 
gone-New-Order-melancholia, Addicts: Black 
Meddle Pt. Il (Century Media), there were all 
too many ways to spend one’s metal bucks 
without ever finding the one big act that was 
going to unify a stadium of headbangers. 

Underground music 2010 moved 
direction that was decidedly dreamlike and 
shapeless. If in years past we saw a prolifera- 
tion of bands making sharp guitar noises 
backed by brittle and busy beats, more re- 
cent trends have steered clear of pointy edges 
and distinct lines. Witness the hazy and bit- 
tersweet Calliope of BEACH HOUSE’s Teen Dream 
(Sub Pop), the deep layers of gauze wrapped 
around your ears by ZOLA JESUS'’s Stridulum 

101 Distribution), and the rhythmic, pulse- 

surfing supernova of GLASSER'’s Ring (True 
Panther Sounds). 

And those are just the more conventional 
dream-poppers. For the real outer reaches 
of the musical fugue state, you need look no 
farther than the dark recesses King 
Night engrossing musical 
experience that takes the mesmeric siren 
call of synthy goth and marries it to a druggy 
soft-focus vocal approach and a pummeling 
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only through its own naive bravado. Simi- 
lar excursions homonymous EPs 
(on Triangle) and t#t (pronounced “Ritualzzz,” 
Babylon Dogs) outfits often lumped 

with Salem “witch house” yield 
ominously ephemeral results. These three 
bands showed that 2010 was possible 
make faceless computer-assisted music that’s 
transporting, mind-bogglingly weird, and 
yet utterly moving. 

Reality avoidance was not the sole do- 
main bizarro subgenres. Both the biggest 
of commercial acts and the lowliest of un- 
derground acts, for the most part, ignored 
the concerns of the real world. We are in 
the midst unending war, with climate 
change, escalating poverty, and growing 
economic disparity; political groups both 
the left and the right marched Washing- 
ton. where were the political anthems 
2010? Certainly not in TAYLOR SWIFT’s awk- 
ward teenage “Dear John” kiss-off. KATY 
“California Gurls” popsicle-melting 
summer diversion. Neither were they to be 
found the outer-space weirdness NICKI 
MINA] or the, uh, outer-space weirdness of 
JANELLE MONAE. For all their critically lauded 

ultiple-personality precociousness, there 
was little socio-political conviction either 
of the respectable debuts from these two. 

In fact, you had to look hard to find the 
social critics the pop world. Sure, you had 
throwing audio pipe bombs with the 
deliciously vicious Maya (XL Interscope), coax- 
ing out anti-complacency odes that mixed 
her usual international swing swag with 
caustic power-drill rhythm sections. But 
the real musical subversive 2010, hiding 
plain sight, was unavoidable pop irritant 
KESHA. 

Seen most who get paid spout about 
such things as either a useless tweeny diva 
or, worse, trashy example Everything 
That’s Wrong With Modern Culture, Kesha 
is in reality a ruthlessly calculating change 
agent, communicating the young and the 
young heart that being poor and trashy 
not only acceptable but perfectly respect- 
able way to maintain some dignity in this 
age conspicuous wastefulness. Where 
other divas brag bling and rings, Ms. K., 
with whiskey in her water bottle, gets her 
posse together party thrift mode the 
rich kid’s house. Armed with flaskful 
top-notch Dr. Luke bangers, her two albums 
this year (January’s Animal and November's 
Cannibal, both RCA) draw an us-vs.-them line 
the sand that retains its integrity amid the 
sleaze. 

“Tik Tok,” top-selling top-charting 
single, took a swig of Jack for courage and 
blew fireball class-warfare that 
translated effortlessly into the language 
pure pop.

LEVINE WATCH 
The most important story classical music 
last year was big news not only for what 
happened but for what didn’t. James Levine, 
the music director Boston’s biggest and 
best-known classical-music organization, 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra, was out 
for most the spring BSO season and for 

all the Tanglewood summer season re- 
cuperating from major back surgery. There 
were calls for him resign; editorial 
the Boston Globe questioned whether was 
healthy enough continue. But though 
he’s still frail and walks with cane, his 
performances since his return Wagner, 
Mahler magnificent Resurrection Sym- 
phony), great Symphony No. 
(part BSO Schumann ret- 
rospective), and the first part of a retrospec- 
tive of John Harbison symphonies — have 
been the highest musical level. The best 
grand opera Boston this year was surely 
the theatrical telecast live from the Met- 
ropolitan Opera Levine conducting Placido 
Domingo the title role Simon Boc- 
canegra. The BSO released a wonderful CD set 
his live Mozast symphony performances, 
and the Met, honor his anniver- 
sary there, has released two huge box sets 
CDs and DVDs with small fraction his 
nearly 2500 live opera performances. Boston 
is lucky to have him, and I hope he’s around 
for long time come. 


CONTEMPORARY HITS 

This was great year for contemporary mu- 
sic. Levine and the BSO did the Harbison 
cycle and Elliott Carter’s exquisite newly 
commissioned Flute Concerto (with Eliza- 
beth Rowe); David Hoose and the Cantata 
Singers introduced Yehudi Wyner’s major 
newly commissioned choral work, Give 
Thanks for All Things; and the New England 
Conservatory celebrated Christian Wolff 
and Gunther Schuller. But had choose 
only one event, would the final concert 
the Boston Conservatory’s tribute to Pierre 
Boulez his birthday. Eric Hewitt 
leading the area’s most brilliant play- 
ers the first American performance 
Boulez’s astonishing 48-minute Dérive 2 (last 
updated 2006) would outstanding 
achievement any year. 


ONGOING DISCOVERY 

The Discovery Ensemble chamber or- 
chestra made superlative young play- 
ers, Many just out of school — and its gifted 
music director, Courtney Lewis (now as- 
sistant conductor the Minnesota Orches- 
tra), have been offering some of the best 
orchestral music heard around these parts, 
imaginatively conceived programs com- 
bining classical and modern music. Their 
notable achievement was capped this 
year’s towering performance 


WELCOME RETURN Despite continuing health problems, Levine rebounded this fall, 


with both the BSO and the Met. 


Eroica Symphony. The group have the noble 
mission going into inner-city schools 
and exposing the kids, most them for the 
first time, to classical music. Large adult 
audiences are only beginning discover 
Discovery Ensemble’s grown-up delights. 


NOT QUITE GRAND OPERA 

The long overdue revival Fidelio 
Opera Boston should have been grand 
opera triumph instead the year’s bitterest 
disappointment. But Boston Lyric Opera rang 
the bell with its charming mixture the 
serious and the comic Richard Strauss’s 
Ariadne auf Naxos, which it imported from the 
Welsh National Opera. strong young cast 
and smart director gave good show. 

Ina lighter vein, Met diva Stephanie Blythe 
walked away with Opera Boston’s delicious 
production Jacques Offenbach’s grande 
duchesse de Gérolstein as the horny aristocrat who 
can’t stay away from military maneuvers, or 
keep her hands off her soldiers. And com- 
mend OperaHub for its economical (only 

piano accompaniment) but imaginative 
bringing light real rarity: Alexander 
Zemlinsky’s Der Zwerg (“The Dwarf”). 


MUSICAL COMEDY 

Two musical comedies from the polar ex- 
tremes of musical comedy got memorable 
revivals. American Classics — a/k/a Ben 
(Sears) and Brad (Connor) brought 
Irving Berlin’s satirical World War revue 


Yip! Yip! the show that gave “Oh 
How Hate Get the Morning,” 
which Berlin himself sang in the original 
1918 production, and “God Bless America,” 
which Berlin cut from the original show. 
And the New England Conservatory gave 
powerful production Stephen Sond- 
heim’s bitter version Kaufman Hart’s 
Merrily Roll Along, show that rolls along 
by moving backward in time. 


PIANO FORTE 

Two memorable piano recitals came from 
opposite ends the age spectrum: 80- 
year-old Boston legend Russell 
tribute to Schumann and, in the Celeb- 
Series, the Boston debut Haochen 
Zhang, the 19-year-old Chinese pianist 
who was the youngest person ever win 
the Van Cliburn Competition gold medal, 
playing Chopin, Brahms, and Ginastera, 
with a deeply touching Schumann encore, 
Traumerei. Not every moment worked in ei- 
ther concert, but what did did! 


ETERNAL OBOE 

Oboist Peggy Pearson almost always 
my list in some capacity or other, though 
she now has serious competition from the 
BSO’s principal oboist, John Ferrillo. Pear- 
son is always an outstanding “voice” in 
Benjamin Zander’s Boston Philharmonic 
and the Emmanuel Music orchestra, and in 
her own Winsor Music chamber concerts. 


Her rendition of Ralph Vaughan Williams's 
enchanting Oboe Concerto, in the Cantata 
Singers’ season-long exploration of that no- 
ble Brit, revealed how much music there is 
piece thought was relatively slight. 


THE WEB 

Congratulations Lee Eiseman and Bettina 
Norton for keeping classical-music web- 
site, the Boston Musical Intelligencer, up 
and running. reviews more concerts 
than any other venue in town. And when 
WGBH bought WCRB, the website orga- 
nized a town meeting at which some 400 
angry listeners showed up to voice toa 
WGBH station manager their dismay over 
the removal of classical music from WGBH 
and the cancellation of the Friday-after- 
noon BSO broadcasts. It was a thoroughly 
commendable act civic responsibility. 


SWEET CURE 

One of the most moving and beautiful con 
certs of 2010 came at the year’s end: the Con- 
cert for the Cure, a benefit for breast-cancer 
research and care, organized by flutist (and 
cancer survivor) Julia Scolnik and conducted, 
rare Boston appearance, Sir Simon 
Rattle, who with just a single rehearsal got 
the extraordinary (and unpaid) musicians 
from the BSO and an impressive array of 
freelancers play with remarkable intensity, 
subtlety of phrasing, and long-range vision. 
Marc-André Hamelin was the inspired soloist 
in Mozart’s G-major Piano Concerto. Mahler’s 
famous Adagietto has rarely sounded so 
complex, gripping, and inevitable. And the 
Brahms Second Symphony had an equally 
rare freshness, nuance, and radiance. 


MEMORIAM 

The classical music world lost too many be- 
loved figures: Marylou Speaker Churchill, 
the retired principal second violinist of 

the BSO; eloquent writer and scholar Mi- 
chael Steinberg former Boston critic, 
program annotator for the BSO and San 
Francisco Symphony, translator, and oc- 
casional wickedly gifted narrator; Charles 
Anspacher, founder and conductor of the 
Boston Landmarks Orchestra; and Reinhold 
Brinckmann, wise scholar (editor of the 
definitive edition Pierrot 
aire) and former chair the Harvard Music 
Department. Some visitors were especially 
dear Boston: soprano Helen Boatwright 
(America’s greatest interpreter Charles 
Ives songs) and two internationally admired 
divas who were regular guests with Sarah 
Caldwell’s Opera Company of Boston, Joan 
Sutherland and Shirley Verrett.
